Mr.  Rugg  made  the  suggestion  that  the  meeting  be  handled  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  Budget  hearing;  Mr.  H.  Keating  explain  the  complex;  Mr.  Rugg 
explain  the  Public  Works  Bill,  and  Mr.  Collins  explain  the  financial  aspect. 
Townspeople  were  in  agreement.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Greenland  Planning  Board  conducted  12  regular  and  8  special  meetings 
in  1976.  The  Board  approved  9  subdivisions,  4  Occupancy  Use  permits  and 
6  site  plans. 

The  only  zoning  issue  to  be  brought  before  the  voters  at  the  upcoming 
Town  Meeting  is  a  request  to  change  the  area  between  the  Post  Office  and  the 
Village  Store  property  from  commercial  to  residential.  This  request  was 
submitted  by  a  petition  signed  primarily  by  the  residents  of  the  area 
involved. 

This  year,  for  the  first  time,  the  Planning  Board  members  will  be  elected. 
The  voters  will  be  asked  to  select  two  members  each  for  3  years ,  2  years  and 
1  year.  Please  consider  the  field  of  candidates  carefully  as  the  Planning 
Board  has  a  tremendous  responsibility  regarding  the  future  growth  of  our  Town.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

In  the  year  1976,  we  saw  fruit  of  the  efforts  of  many  Greenland  citizens 
in  producing  a  Bicentennial  celebration  of  which  this  country  could  be  proud 
on  its  200th  birthday. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  held  49  meetings  and  conducted  4  public  hearings 
this  year.  It  appears  that  by  meeting  weekly,  we  are  no  longer  experiencing 
long,  tedious  agendas  where  guests  had  to  wait  through  many  points  of 
discussion  to  express  a  view  or  inquire  about  an  issue  in  which  they  were 
interested. 

The  year  1976  saw  the  completion  and  up-dating  of  our  tax  maps  which 
are  on  file  at  the  Town  Offices .  The  Town  was  completely  re-evaluated  with 
property  owners  taxed  with  consistent  values  this  year.  Assessments  will 
be  up-dated  this  coming  year  as  part  of  the  contract  with  the  assessing  firm. 

We  feel  that  in  the  future  it  would  be  to  everyones  advantage  to  spend 
a  little  each  year  for  updating  as  opposed  to  letting  the  values  drift  from 
reality  only  to  catch  up  at  a  huge  cost  in  7  to  .10  years. 

The  recycling  program  of  solid  waste  has  shown  great  success.  We  have 
reached  the  point  where  more  bins  are  needed  to  contain  the  separated 
materials .  The  long  term  solution  to  our  solid  waste  problems  are  not 
yet  completely  resolved.  We  expect  to  be  in  a  position  to  offer  acceptable 
alternatives  at  the  discussion  portion  of  the  upcoming  Town  Meeting. 
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The  design  and  specifications  for  the  proposed  town  complex  are  nearly 
finished.  Although  we  are  not  certain  that  large  federal  spending  programs 
are  beneficial  to  the  country's  economy,  we  will  do  all  within  our  power 
to  secure  funds  for  Greenland  when  the  Federal  Government  elects  to  expend 
such  funds. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  rejected  the  initial  set  of  flood  prone  area 
maps  of  Greenland  sent  to  us  by  the  Federal  Government.  We  have  since 
received  a  far  more  realistic  set  of  maps  which  appear  to  be  acceptable 
to  most  people. 

The  Town's  Zoning  Ordinance  was  challenged  in  three  separate  cases  this 
year.  In  all  three  cases  the  court  decisions  were  favorable  to  the  Town. 

The  Liability,  fire  and  theft  insurance  policies  of  the  Town  were  up- 
dated to  cover  additional  town  property  and  to  compensate  for  higher  replace- 
ment costs  due  to  inflation. 

The  Federal  Soil  Conservation  Service  was  kind  enough  to  survey  the 
central  ball  field  site  and  have  assured  us  that  drainage  is  not  a  problem. 
Having  received  the  S.C.S.  assurance,  available  B.O.R.  (Bureau  of  Outdoor 
Recreation)  funds  were  used  to  move  more  gravel  to  the  ball  field  location. 
It  is  now  possible  to  view  the  site  and  visualize  how  a  ball  field  would 
appear.  It  must  be  remembered  that  the  Town  of  Greenland  by  previous 
agreement  with  the  Federal  Government  has  a  commitment  to  share  in  the  expense 
of  constructing  a  ball  field  at  the  proposed  location.  Preliminary  plans  and 
cost  estimates  for  the  ball  field  have  been  acquired,  from  a  reputable 
engineering  firm,  and  will  be  discussed  when  the  article  is  brought  up  at  Town 
Meeting . 

It  comes  as  a  surprise  to  no  one  that  this  winter  (so  far)  has  been 
extremely  difficult  and  expensive  in  relation  to  keeping  our  roads  clear 
of  snow  and  ice.  We  feel  that  Mr.  Weeks  and  his  helpers  have  done  a  commendable 
job.  Mr.  Weeks  informs  us  that  the  new  salt  spreader  purchased  by  action  of 
last  year's  Town  Meeting  is  performing  admirably.  He  further  stated  that  he 
shudders  to  think  of  the  volume  of  salt  that  would  have  been  used  this  winter 
were  he  still  using  the  former  method  of  distribution. 

Should  anyone  have  any  questions  regarding  the  issues  to  be  voted  on  at 
Town  Meeting,  please  contact  any  member  of  the  Board.   Town  Meeting  will  take 
place  in  -two  segments  again  this  year :  The  ballot  voting  for  candiates  and  the 
one  zoning  issue  will  take  place  on  Tuesday,  March  8th  at  the  School  Auditorium. 
The  polls  will  be  open  from  10  a.m.  to  6  p.m.  The  discussion  and  voting  of 
Warrant  Articles  will  begin  at  8  p.m.  on  Saturday,  March  12,  also  at  the 
School  Auditorium.

ARTICLE  1.   To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 

ensuing  and  to  cast  your  ballot  on  the  following  questions: 

A.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  to  the 
Zoning  Ordinance  as  proposed  by  petition  of  the  voters 
for  this  Town  as  follows : 

"Are  you  in  favor  of  amending  the  Greenland  Zoning 
Ordinance  by  amending  Zone  Two  Commercial  District  by 
changing  that  portion  of  Portsmouth  Avenue  between  the 
property  owned  by  Kenneth  R.  Peschel  where  the  Village 
Store  is  located  and  the  property  owned  by  Stanley  Thompson 
where  the  United  States  Post  Office  is  located  from 
commercial  district  to  residence  district  so  that  paragraph 
two  shall  read  as  follows :

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REPORT  BY  THE  SOLID  WASTE  STUDY  GROUP 

The  Study  Group  has  spent  the  past  year  in  developing  and  testing  the 
elements  of  a  full  scale  solid  waste  disposal  program  for  Greenland.  As  a 
result,  the  Group  has  unanimously  come  to  the  following  conclusion: 

1.  Open  Dump  Burning  Must  Be  Stopped. 

The  principal  objective  of  our  recommended  program  is  to  stop 
burning  our  garbage  in  the  middle  of  town.  Aside  from  the  obvious  stink 
and  smoke,  there  is  a  very  clear  health  hazard  associated  with  open  burning 
of  plastics  and  other  chemicals .  We  presently  must  stop  burning  according  to 
State  law  by  July,  1977.  We  would  like  to  stop  much  sooner  if  at  all  possible. 

2.  Resource  Recovery  Works 

Recovering  glass ,  metal  and  paper  has  proven  to  be  a  practical  method 
of  reducing  the  volume  of  garbage  we  have  to  dispose  of.  The  majority  of  our 
neighbors  are  cooperating  in  the  recycling  program  we  have  been  running  since 
June,  and  the  methods  seem  to  work  very  well. 

3.  Sanitary  Land  Fill  Is  Not  Practical 

A  land  fill  is  not  feasible  for  the  Town  of  Greenland,  either  within 
the  Town  or  through  any  of  the  possible  arrangements  outside  the  Town.  Land 
fill  seems  to  be  a  method  that  has  a  limited  future  anywhere,  and  in  addition, 
is  very  expensive. 

4.  Composting  Appears  Feasible 

A  Town  composting  system  has  been  studied  and  some  engineer  plans  have 
been  drawn  up.  The  Study  Group  feels  that  developing  a  large  composting 
system  for  the  Town  will  not  only  be  practical,  but  will  be  economic  as  well. 
In  addition,  as  more  individuals  try  composting  at  home,  the  volume  of  garbage, 
leaves  and  other  organic  material  now  brought  to  the  dump  will  decrease 
significantly. 

5.  Incineration  Can  Be  The  Last  Step 

What  can't  be  recycled  or  composted  can  be  eliminated  in  a  modern 
incinerator.  There  are  several  of  these  in  the  Seacoast,  and  we  have  been 
assured  that  the  residue  we  can't  dispose  of  in  other  ways  we  can  pay  to  have 
incinerated. 

Therefore ,  we  have  put  together  a  program  we  propose  to  offer  as  the 
solution  to  Greenland's  solid  waste  program.  The  program  has  three  parts. 

Part  1  -  Resource  Recovery 

The  Town  should  expand  the  recovery  program  by  requiring  that  all  material 
brought  to  the  dump  be  separated  into  three  classes  of  refuse:  recyclables, 
compos tables  and  trash. 

-  recyclables  are  glass,  metal,  newsprint  and  corregated  paper,  separated 

as  at  present. 

-  compostables  are  clean  kitchen  waste  (without  glass  or  metal) ,  garden 

waste,  leaves,  clippings  and  similar  organic  material. 

-  trash  is  all  other  junk,  plastic,  paper  diapers  and  the  like. 
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The  recyclables  will  be  collected  as  presently  and  sold  to  dealers  for 
cash.  The  compos tables  go  to  Part  1  and  the  trash  to  Part  3. 

Part  2  -  Composting 

The  Town  should  operate  a  town  composting  system  comprised  of  a  three 
level  shed,  a  shredder  and  a  rented  dozer.  The  design  of  this  system  has 
been  engineered  and  we  are  seeking  Federal  funds  to  build  and  test  the  system. 

Part  3  -  Incineration 

Trash  will  be  brought  to  the  dump  and  periodically  trucked  to  a  local 
incinerator  to  be  disposed  of  on  a  contract  ton  basis. 

The  Study  Group  feels  strongly  that  this  simple  program  is  a  sensible 
and  economic  solution  to  the  solid  waste  problem  for  a  town  the  size  of 
Greenland. 

The  Study  Group  has  prepared  three  articles  for  the  Town  Warrant  to 
implement  our  proposals.  These  articles  would  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
enforce  mandatory  separation,  to  negotiate  for  the  salvage  and  incineration 
of  unrecyclable  material,  and  to  accept  Federal  Funding  for  a  composting 
facility  if  our  grant  proposal  is  accepted  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 
A  fourth  article  would  fund  our  participating  in  a  large  scale  regional 
incineration  study  with  the  Town  of  Durham. 

We  are  required  to  stop  burning  at  the  dump  by  June  of  this  year. 
Recycling  and  composting  will  significantly  reduce  the  amount  of  material 
we  will  pay  to  have  incinerated. 

The  Study  Group  has  sent  progress  report  mailings  to  all  the  residents 
so  that  our  findings  and  recommendations  will  have  full  and  wide-spread 
exposure.  The  last  mailing  included  a  questionaire .  Approximately  107o 
were  completed  and  returned  to  us .  Of  these  responses ,  827„  were  in  favor  of 
compulsory  separation,  870  were  absolutely  opposed,  and  107o  were  unsure  or 
didn't  know.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF 
AND  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Since  its  beginning  in  1893,  the  State  Forestry  Department  has  recognized 
the  fact  that  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  is  a  joint  state  and  town 
or  city  responsibility.  Local  authorities  recommend  names  of  persons  to  the 
State  Forester,  who  appoints  one  person  as  town  or  city  fire  warden  and  several 
other  persons  as  town  or  city  deputy  fire  wardens  to  a  three-year  term. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  controls  the  kindling  of  all  outside  fires, 
when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  by  issuing  a  written  permit  for 
kindling  a  fire.  Permits  are  only  issued  at  such  times  and  in  such  places  as 
the  fire  warden  deems  as  safe. 

The  State  Forest  Fire  Service  trains  the  local  forest  fire  organization 
in  modern  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  tactics.  The  State  also 
provides  backup  personnel  and  equipment  for  suppression  and  prevention 
activities . 

The  combination  of  State  and  local  forces  has  resulted  in  one  of  the 
smallest  acreage  loss  due  to  forest  fires  in  the  United  States  for  the  past 
20  years.

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GREENLAND  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 
REPORT  FOR  1976 

The  Bicentennial  year  of  1976  proved  to  be  the  busiest  in  the  history  of  the 
Fire  Department.  During  1976,  the  Department  responded  to  67  emergency  calls.  This 
was  an  increase  of  17  calls  over  1975.  Total  manhours  spent  in  response  to  these 
calls  were  1,365  hours.

Two  serious  structure  fires  occurred  within  the  community  during  the 
year  and  one  woods  fire,  although  contained  to  approximately  one  acre, 
required  over  12,000  gallons  of  water  and  two  days  to  extinguish  due  to  the 
depth  into  the  ground  that  it  burned.  The  cause  of  this  fire  was  an  illegal 
campf ire . 

In  conjunction  with  the  manhours  spent  in  response  to  alarms,  another 
1800  manhours  were  spent  in  training,  maintenance  of  equipment  and  weekend 
duty.  This  time  is  all  voluntary.  The  Greenland  Vol.  Fire  Dept.  is  one  of 
the  few  remaining  departments  that  does  not  compensate  its  personnel  on  either 
an  hourly  or  fixed  yearly  basis.  To  do  so,  would  cost  the  taxpayers  of  this 
community  an  additional  $4,000  to  $5,000  a  year.  However,  if  this  volunteer 
service  is  to  continue,  we  must  have  additional  people  to  insure  adequate 
coverage  at  all  hours  of  the  day  and  night.  We  are  not  a  social  club  and 
expect  all  members  to  attend  a  required  number  of  drills  and  meetings  each 
year.  Only  through  volunteers  willing  to  devote  this  time  can  we  remain  an 
ALL  VOLUNTEER  DEPARTMENT  with  tax  dollars  going  for  equipment,  -  not  salaries. 

In  continuing  to  upgrade  the  service  that  the  Department  provides  the 
community,  two  significant  steps  were  taken  this  year,  both  of  which  were 
recommendations  of  the  Board  of  Underwriters  in  their  1970  survey  of  the 
Town  of  Greenland. 

First,  the  Department  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  Durham-UNH 
Dispatch  Center  whereby  the  Center  receives  all  emergency  calls  coming  into 
the  Greenland  Fire  Dept.  and  then  dispatches  the  Department  through  its  tone 
alert  radio  system.  This  provides  the  town  with  24-hour  coverage  by  professional 
dispatchers;  tape  recordings  of  all  incoming  calls  and  prompt  handling  of  all 
emergencies  as  the  Dispatch  Center  is  in  communication  with  all  fire  and  police 
agencies  through  the  area.  Under  our  present  agreement,  this  service  is  being 
provided  at  no  cost  to  the  Town  of  Greenland,  other  than  the  telephone  bill 
for  the  phone  line.  This  is  approximately  $  .50  more  a  day  than  the  "Red 
Phone  Net"  formerly  in  use  cost. 

The  second  step  taken  was  the  implementation  of  examinations,  both 
written  and  oral,  for  determining  those  qualified  to  run  for  office.  This 
year  exams  were  held  for  the  Captain's  position.  In  1977,  exams  will  be 
conducted  for  the  Chief  and  Deputy  Chief  positions.  All  exams  are  conducted 
by  N.H.  Fire  Service  Training. 

Throughout  the  year ,  the  Department  represented  the  town  in  many 
Bicentennial  parades  with  our  Liberty  Bell  float  winning  a  number  of  prizes. 
We  would  like  to  thank  all  those  who  donated  bells  for  use  on  the  float,  A 
commerative  bell  is  being  made  at  this  time  for  a  permanent  momento  of  this 
historic  year. 

We  would  again  stress  the  need  for  solving  the  overcrowded  building 
situation  as  soon  as  possible.  We  are  faced  with  the  purchase  of  a  new  pumper  by 
1980  for  insurance  ratings ,  and  I  have  begun  the  process  of  writing  specifications 
for  it.  If  we  are  to  maintain  our  insurance  rates  as  low  as  possible  with  a 
volunteer  department,  we  must  have  adequate  equipment  and  facilities. 
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Again,  our  thanks  to  the  Ladies  Auxiliary  for  their  continued  financial 
support  as  well  as  the  services  provided  at  major  fires  with  food  and  drink. 

Also,  the  emergency  number  for  the  Fire  Department  is  436-5553,  and  it 
should  be  used  for  emergencies  only.

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REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

Each  year  it  has  been  customary  to  include  within  the  Town  Report  a 
short  summary  of  the  past  years  activities.  However  it  isn't  that  often 
that  I  have  the  opportunity  to  address  the  residents  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year  in  hopes  that  it  will  help  hold  down  the  crime  rate  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 

You  have  perhaps  heard  of  the  "Neighborhood  Watch  Program"  being  started 
in  several  of  the  surrounding  towns.  Whereas  our  reported  burglaries  have 
decreased  somewhat  over  last  year,  twenty  homes  or  businesses  broken  into 
in  one  year  is  twenty  too  many.  I  would  like  to  encourage  all  home  owners 
and  businessmen  to  pay  particular  attention  as  to  how  secure  you  leave  your 
homes  or  businesses,  whether  you  are  leaving  it  to  go  across  the  street  or 
for  your  winter  vacation. 

Basically,  the  Watch  Program  consists  of  neighbors  helping  neighbors. 
We  ask  that  when  you  plan  your  extended  trips  away  from  home,  you  make  it 
a  part  of  your  plansr.  to  inform  your  neighbor  of  the  following:  that  you 
have  cancelled  all  daily  deliveries,  left  a  lamp  or  two  connected  to  an 
automatic  timer,  so  that  your  lights  turn  on  at  dusk  and  off  at  bedtime 

to  create  a  "lived- in"  look  while  you  are  away that  they  know  when 

you  will  be  redjrning arranged  to  have  your  lawn  cut  or  walk  shov- 
eled  arranged  to  have  the  post  office  hold  your  mail rented 

a  safety  deposit  box  for  storage  of  all  valuables that  you  have  in- 
formed the  Police  as  to  who  is  authorized  to  be  around  the  premises  during 

your  absence and  above  all ,  if  you  want  to  inform  your  friends  and 

neighbors  that  your  family  is  going  to  take  an  extended  trip  to  Europe  or 
tour  the  country  by  placing  it  in  the  local  paper,  DON'T  do  it  before  you 
leave.  This  is  an  open  invitation  to  all  would-be  burglars.  If  you  want 
to  put  it  in  the  paper,  wait  until  you  return. 

It  is  difficult  enough  to  get  away  on  vacation  without  having  to 
worry  if  someone  is  carrying  off  your  belongings  while  you  are  sitting  in 
the  sun  in  Florida. 

If  you  would  like  a  checklist  as  to  how  you  can  discourage  burglars 
while  you  are  away,  it  can  be  obtained  from  our  office.

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RECREATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 

The  simmer  recreation  program  organized  and  directed  by  the  Recreation 
Commission  was  again  a  very  successful  one  during  1976. 

Over  130  boys  and  girls  ages  8  to  15  played  on  9  teams  in  Little  League 
and  Babe  Ruth  League  baseball  as  well  as  organized  girls  Softball.  In 
addition,  a  large  number  of  children  and  adults  enjoyed  using  the  tennis 
courts  from  late  spring  thru  mid-autumn. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  baseball,  Softball  and  tennis  programs 
would  not  function  without  the  volunteer  services  of  over  20  coaches ,  managers , 
game  officials  and  coordinators. 

The  existing  Little  League  Field  is  at  near  capacity  utilization  by 
eight  baseball  and  softball  teams.  In  addition,  since  its  inception  five  years 
ago,  our  13-15  year  old  Babe  Ruth  team  has  had  no  home  field;  thank's  to 
Seabrook's  generosity,  home  games  are  played  on  their  field.  For  these 
reasons,  the  Recreation  Commission  urges  your  favorable  consideration  toward 
completion  of  the  Babe  Ruth  (full-size)  field.  This  appears  as  a  separate 
article  on  this  year's  Town  Warrant. 

Use  of  the  town  tennis  courts  by  children  and  adults  has  exceeded  all 
expectations.  This  summer,  the  Recreation  Commission  is  planning  to  offer 
tennis  lessons  and  both  children  and  adult  team  competition  against  other 
area  town  teams.  This  program  is  an  ambitious  one  and  will  be  coordinated 
by  a  certified  tennis  professional  at  no  cost  to  the  town. 

It  is  both  satisfying  and  enriching  to  be  able  to  offer  and  participate 
in  the  recreational  programs  and  facilities  which  are  made  possible  by  your 
vote.  Every  time  a  child  or  adult  uses  the  baseball  field  or  tennis  courts, 
he  is  saying  "thank  you"  to  the  town.

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ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


TO  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD  AND  CITIZENS  OF  GREENLAND: 


The  year  1976  did  not  show  any  major  changes  in  your  school.   The 
education  of  your  children  is  well  administered  and  well  taught. 
Any  student  in  Greenland  has  the  opportunity  to  learn  the  basic 
subjects  in  order  to  continue  the  education  at  a  higher  level  which 
is  provided  to  them.   The  implementation  of  a  part-time  physical 
education  program  is  a  worthwhile  "plus"  in  this  day  and  age  of 
much  leisure  time  and  added  creative  comforts.   It  is  important 
that  the  whole  person  be  educated.   With  several  of  your  students 
going  on  to  vocational  education  and  many  not  sure  of  following 
an  academic  program,  it  is  too  bad  that  some  method  of  introducing 
subjects  such  as  home  economics  and  industrial  arts  cannot  be  found. 

Information  received  from  various  sources  indicates  that  the  citizens 
of  Greenland  have  supported  the  education  of  the  children  very  well. 
At  times,  I  am  sure  you  question  the  dollar  expenditure  for  education. 
While  I  know  it  is  difficult  to  understand  all  the  needs,  may  I  just 
point  out  that  it  is  more  costly  to  take  care  of  those  who  either  are 
not  able  to  be  educated  or  who,  for  some  reason  or  other,  have  not 
been  given  the  opportunity  to  go  to  school.   May  I  assure  you,  your 
dollars  are  thoughtfully  spent  with  the  student  from  Greenland. 

A  year  ago,  it  was  hoped  that  the  High  School  would  be  on  single 
sessions  by  the  start  of  the  past  Fall  semester.   This  did  not  occur 
and  we  look  forward  to  the  near  future  when  this  transition  will 
take  place.   A  single  session  school  provides  a  more  normal  learning 
environment  and  allows  greater  participation  in  co-curricula  and 
extra-curricula  activities.   The  learning  environment  is  generally 
better  in  the  morning  than  in  late  afternoon.   This  should  be  of 
benefit  to  your  students. 

I  am  sure  you  are  aware  of  the  move  to  have  Portsmouth  a  Supervisory 
Union  by  themselves.   All  indications  tend  to  make  me  believe  that 
this  will  occur.   You  should  be  assured  that  any  change  at  that  level 
of  administration  will  not  necessarily  effect  the  students  from  this 
community.   Their  education  will  proceed  and  grow,  as  it  has  in  the 
past,  undeterred  by  administrative  changes. 

It  has  again  been  my  pleasure  to  have  served  your  School  Board  and 
through  them,  your  community.   May  I  express  my  appreciation  for  the 
help  and  understanding  given  me  by  the  citizens  of  the  community  and 
the  School  Board  Members.

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GREENLAND  CENTRAL  SCHOOL 
PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 


The  1976-77  school  year  opened  with  311  students  present.   There 
seemed  to  have  been  many  families  moving  in  and  out  of  Greenland 
during  the  summer  months.   The  present  enrollment  is  325  students. 
As  happened  last  year,  our  junior  high  school  and  high  school  popu- 
lation has  increased.   With  an  increase  in  tuition  to  the  High 
School  and  more  projected  students,  the  cost  will  increase  greatly. 

Greenland  School  added  physical  education  on  a  part-time  basis. 
Each  class,  grades  1-6,  has  at  least  one  period  of  supervised 
physical  education  a  week.   Mr.  Stan  Maddock  has  taught  basic 
skills  necessary  for  each  growing  child.   The  program  has  been 
a  great  success  and  the  results  fantastic. 

Approximately  $900  was  raised  by  a  Sports  Fair  held  in  October. 
Mrs.  O'Shaughnessy  directed  the  staff  and  parents.  Fun  was  had 
by  all.  The  money  raised  will  be  used  to  purchase  additional 
basketball  uniforms,  track  jerseys,  trophies,  and  to  pay  for  buses 
for  the  sports  team  away  games.  The  staff  invites  all  who  have 
driven  for  any  event  in  the  past  to  ride  the  bus  free  of  charge 
to  any  basketball  game.  This  is  only  a  small  thank  you  for  all 
the  help  given  to  the  school  by  the  unselfish  parents. 

Again  this  year  the  school  has  received  $14,000  for  Title  I.   This 
program  has  been  extended  from  grades  1-4  to  grades  1-8.   Mrs. 
Virginia  Holder,  Project  Director,  Mrs.  Sandra  Storz,  Reading 
Coordinator,  and  the  aides,  Mrs.  Margaret  Travers,  Jan  Routley, 
Rose  Ann  Favinger  and  Anne  Truesdale,  must  be  congratulated  for 
their  work  and  dedication  to  the  students  of  Greenland. 

The  Greenland  PTA,  under  the  direction  of  President  Beverly  Hurst, 
and  her  officers,  Kathy  Philbrick,  Meredith  Gregg  and  Jan  Goeddeke, 
have  sponsored  several  activities  for  the  school.   An  "Open  House" 
was  well  attended  in  September.   A  family  spaghetti  dinner  drew  a 
well-fed  crowd  of  230.   Christmas  trees  were  given  to  each  class. 
The  PTA  gave  $150  towards  equipment  for  an  inside  gym  which  will  be 
installed  soon.   A  January  meeting,  with  a  play  presentation  by 
Mrs.  Snowden's  Drama  Class  and  slides  of  Mrs.  Fortier's  trip  to 
Africa,  drew  a  small  but  appreciative  crowd.   A  chicken  barbeque 
is  planned  for  May.   The  staff  extends  their  thanks  for  the  PTA's 
continued  support. 

The  Greenland  Junior  Women's  Club  is  presently  sponsoring  a  Read- 
A-Thon  to  benefit  the  library  and  reading  program.   This  organiz- 
ation assists  in  our  pre-school  testing,  vision  and  hearing  testing, 
bike  rodeo  and  anything  else  they  are  called  upon  to  do.   Our  thanks 
to  all  its  members. 
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Most  programs  at  Greenland  School  are  undergoing  revision  and 
strengthening.   The  school  has  representation  on  all  Union  52 
committees;  Katy  Hennessy,  Staff  Development;  Sheila  Horace, 
Science;  Kathy  Bean  and  Jan  Whittemore,  Social  Studies;  Sandra 
Storz,  Reading;  and  Virginia  Holder,  Title  I.   Greenland  School 
is  becoming  known  as  a  school  where  children  enjoy  learning.   We 
do  not  take  second  place  to  any  school.   The  staff  at  the  school 
is  harworking  and  do  many  things  over  and  above  what  is  required. 
School  operation  costs  money,  but  so  does  quality. 

The  town  has  many  people  to  thank  for  extra  efforts  in  behalf  of 
their  children;  the  staff,  the  volunteers,  the  Junior  Women's 
Club,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  School  Board  and  the  many 
parents  who  give  so  freely  of  their  time.   This  support  is  neces- 
sary if  we  are  to  continue  to  show  growth  and  progress.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICES 

School  Health  Services  are  those  human  services  which  are  provided 
to  give  support  and  assistance  to  students  in  their  total  growth 
and  development,  enhancing  their  educational  progress.   The  concept 
of  "preventive"  health  is  not  only  more  humane,  but  can  greatly  in- 
crease productivity  of  the  individual.   Aside  from  the  positive 
effects  of  good  health  for  all  people,  the  fiscal  advantages  of 
prevention,  early  remediation  of  health  and  developmental  problems 
over  "crisis"  care  and/or  institutional  care  for  extended  time  spans 
is  inestimable. 

Our  efforts  each  year  are  directed  toward  maintaining  adequate  and 
high  quality  services  in  the  interest  of  optimum  health  and  educa- 
tion for  all  children. 

The  usual  procedures  of  screening  heights,  weights,  vision,  hearing 
and  for  postural  defects  are  carried  out  yearly.   Physical  examina- 
tions were  offered  grades  4  and  8  and  to  all  children  participating 
in  competitive  sports.   Dental  health  programs  and  dental  health 
education  are  essential  to  total  health  coverage. 

Pre-school  vision  and  hearing  screening  and  readiness  testing  is 
provided  by  the  School  Health  program  in  the  spring.   This  procedure 
has  enabled  us  to  discover  any  visual  or  hearing  impairments  that 
may  exist  among  pre-grade  1  children.   By  screening  for  readiness 
we  are  able  to  select  appropriate  placements  for  children  entering 
grade  1  and  provide  for  individualized  programming  where  necessary. 
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Health  education  is  a  vital  part  of  an  effective  school  health 
program.  Advances  in  the  overall  Greenland  School  health  education 
program  have  been  made  possible  by  the  purchase  of  Scott -Foresman 
health  textbooks  for  all  grades,  1-6  (with  plans  for  books  for 
grades  7  &  8  next  year).   Grades  7  and  8  students  have  enjoyed 
scheduled  classes  in  human  growth  and  development  which  have  met 
with  high  student  interest  and  participation. 

First  aid  courses  will  be  offered  grades  5-8  this  year  under  the 
direction  of  Marjorie  Casey,  certified  First  Aid  Instructor. 

Such  an  ongoing  program  in  health,  hygiene  and  safety  will  enable 
us  to  provide  students  with  the  very  necessary  preparation  for 
making  more  sensible  health  related  decisions  in  later  life. 

The  ESEA  Title  I  grant  for  this  year  reached  a  new  high,  and  we 
have  been  fortunate  in  engaging  four  educational  assistants,  trained 
and  proficient  in  the  planning  and  remediation  of  children  with 
special  educational  needs.   Title  I  funds  are  allocated  specifically 
for  children  who  are  educationally  disadvantaged  and  to  be  used  as  a 
supplement  over  and  above  the  required  educational  obligations  of 
the  school  districts. 

It  is  now  a  law  that  parents  be  involved  in  the  planning  of  Title  I 
projects.   I  would  welcome  any  interested  persons  in  the  community 
who  would  like  to  know  more  about  this  substantial  grant  and  to 
become  involved  in  its  preparation  and  execution. 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  mention  of  the  hours  of 
service  contributed  by  volunteers  from  the  community.   I  wish  to 
especially  thank  Marjorie  Casey,  R.N.  and  Barbara  Wilson,  R.N.  who 
have  done  much  of  the  screening  necessary  in  rendering  this  a  total 
process  of  correction  and  prevention. 

May  I  also  extend  my  sincere  appreciation  to  John  Ball,  Philip  Rowe 
and  the  members  of  the  School  Board  for  their  consideration  and 
support.
